The fact. that

Vessel Equipment Latest in 
Low Power Design 


Use in Fogs Enables Ships to 
Take Their Bearings

Transmitters were designed and 
built especially for the United 
States Bureau of Lighthouses, for 
use as radio beacon stations. These 
units, sometimes referred to as

Epilepsy 


F THERE is any one disease which strikes 
mortal terrof to the heart and which has 
for its leading feature the utter hopeless- 
ness of incurability, that disease is epilepsy. 
The idea of its incurability has been thor 
oughly impressed upon the mind of the un- 
fortunate victims. At the best, they are 
told, a slight alleviation or temporization of 
the disease is all that can be accomplished, 
For this purpose they are filled with 
strong drugs, principally the bromides. 

Epilepsy occurs at practically all ages, in 
all groups of people. 

There are various forms, some mild, which 
are technically known as petit mal, and 
some more violent, known as grande mal, 

These are but technical differentiations. 
Commonly understood, they are seizures of 
unconsciousness associated with more or 
less general physical disturbances, some- 
time with convulsions and othér symptoms 
of nervous spasm. 

We need not go very extensively into a 
description of the disease for that is of 
little pepular interest. What we are pri- 
marily concerned with is a knowledge of 
some of the causes. Then, by intelligent 
conception of these causes we may be able 
to deduce a fair knowledge of methods of 
treatment and possible cures. 

There seems to be an idea that epilepsy 
comes principally from hereditary taints. 
The biblical axiom that the sins of the fath- 
er are visited upon the children even unto 
the fourth generation, is supposed to have 
peculiar significance with relation to epilep- 


By. 

The disease itself is known from biblical 
times. How much truth there Is in the bib- 
lical quotation I do not know. 

When we deal with hereditary prédispos- 
ing causes, textbooks will list nervous de- 
ragements of practically every type, simple 
meurasthenia, insanity, hysteria, syphilitic 
degeneration, alcoholism and a multitude of 
other factors present in the parents or 
grandparents. 

Since so little is known of the true proc- 
ess of the transmission of characters from 
parents to offspring, we are practically in 
the realm of the unknown. 

_ Even im attempting to sharply define 
nervous disorders, diagnostic methods are 
almost complete failures. However, we do 


know of certain definite predisposing causes. b 


Alcoholism is without. doubt A definite 


predisposing and exciting cause with many. 
Our institutions are filled Witt ‘epileptic’ 


alcohol addicts. Common sense tells us 
that if aleohol acts as @ eause for epilepsy,

remedy in those cases,

OACHELLA.—Onion planting time

November, which may have a funny sound 
in the ears of spring-planting farmers. In 
Coachella Valley the planting might be done 
most any month in the year, but there is a 
particular reason for reversing the usual 
precedure of spring planting and fall harv- 
esting, and creating instead a situation of 
fall planting and spring harvesting. That 
reason is the market. ; 


It costs more to produce onions in the 
desert than it does in other regions, because 


water is more expensive; therefore, in order 


to make good money, the growers have to 
catch favorable market. That 
comes late in the spring after people have 
become tired of onions stored from the fall, 
or after the fall crop is exhausted. As re- 
gards Eastern markets, which are also sup- 
plied with spring onions from Southern 
Texas, the favorable time for the desert 
growers is right after Texas gets through, 
which is generally the last of April. 

But there is another rival on the other 
side. Central California has a big early 
onion crop to dispose of also, and the desert 
growers must beat that to the markets in 
order to prosper. There are only about 
three or four weeks, usually during May, 
when the market is bare of onions from the 
usual centers of production and therefore in 
a position to pay fancy prices to the desert 
growers. The onion producers of Coache!l- 


la Valley play to that special period by 


ripening their onions in April and May. if 
anything happens to either the Brownsville, 
Texas, or the Stockton, California, crop, 
the Coachella valley growers are in position 
to profit by it, a profit of accident not of 
malice, 

M. ©. Von Rader, who came to Coachella 
Valley fifteen years ago and has been grow- 
ing onions there for fourteen years, was 
busy planting eighty-eight acres in joint 
proprietorship with H. C. Wilmot, early in 
November. Their operations are typical. 
Preparing the seed bed for onions is a con- 
siderable process, involving the mellowing 
and pulverizing of the soil in a moist con- 
dition, the furrowing out of even rows, and 
the marking of-the tops of the ridges where 
each individual onioa is to be planted. 

Previously, the onions have been grown 
from seed in a close bed or compact series 
of rows. Out of this bed the plants are 
pulled by the Mexican men and women who 
do the planting, the ends are clipped off 
and carried in bunches to be set out by hand 
in the spots several inches apart indicated 
by the marking machine. The mellowness 
of the soil permits the plants to be planted 
by a single movement of pressing the root in

ord and incidentally learned something 
about the size of individual onions. He | 
harvested 1190 crates, each fifty pounds net, ; 
of yellow Bermuda onions, the kind he 
grows, to the acre. From 58 acres Von Rad- 
er and Wilmot shipped eighty cars of on- 
ions. This tremendous crop followed a cov- 
er crop of cow peas. But while it was a [ - 
record in quantity, it was somewhat too 
much of a record as to the size of individ 
nal onions to command the best prices. The 
onions were over-size and did not sell so 
well as medium-sized onions. Mr. Von Rad- 
er expects to remedy that point this coming 
ii season by a slightly different method of 
planting. Last season he planted in two 
rows to each ridge, which gave the onions 
all the room they could use for expansion. 
This season he has planted them three rows 
to each ridge, an additional row in the mid- 
dle, the distance apart being figured down 
to sucha fine point that the onions cannot 
expand more than 3 1-4 Inches, he says. 
The extra row, if the plee works out suc- 
cessfully, will increase the production per 
acre by producing more onions, with the 
weight distributed instead of running to 
large sizes. 

The average yield of onions in the valley 
is around 300 crates to the acre, which is a 
satisfactory crop. As the crates cost the 
growers 35 cents apiece and weigh six. 
pounds, thus adding considerable to the 
shipping cost, the price of onions must be 
pretty good to enable them to make money. 
According to J. Win Wilson, editor of “The 
Date Palm.” at Indio, the onion growers 
must receive about $1 per crate in order 
to make money. Mr. Wilson said that in his 
observation the onion industry of the valley 
does well when it is limited to about 1500 
to 2000 acres; but that when it gets up 
around 2500 to 3000 acres the results are 
not so satisfactory. This is owing to the 
fact that the market is limited to the brief 
interval, as stated above, between Browns- 
ville and Stockton onions. Also he ex- 
pressed the opinion that it is an industry 
best pursued in a scheme of rotation in con- 
nection with diversified farming, and kept 
down as nearly as possible to a family ba 
sis: that is, not requiring too much hiring of 
outside labor. The best varieties are the yel- 
low Bermuda and the crystal wax. No green 
onions are produced in the valley. . 

An attempt was made last season to solve 
the costly crate proposition by shipping on- 
ions in seventy-five pound sacks. It was 
‘fairly satisfactory, Mr. Von Rader said, al- 
though the onions did not reach markets in 
as good condition as when shipped in crates. 
The 100-pound sack is too heavy, and while 
the 75-pound will do, the growers are going 
to try 50-pound sacks. To the suggestion
